John F. Zarrell, alleged to be insane, 
is a man without a country. Everywhere 
he turns the doors of asylums and 
hospitals are closed. to him because 
officials are disputing abaut his place of 


abode, 

Washington’ rejected him because he 
Was supposed to belong to St. Louis. 
St. Louis will not receive him because 
‘it is contended here that either Wash- 
ington or Mexico,‘ Mo., has a -better 
right to care for him. Tuesday night 
he came near being set free to settle 
the question of damicile for himself. 


Zarrell presented himself at the White 


House February 1 and wanted to see 
the President. Taft was a friend of 
lis, he said, and he wantec presidential 
Lelp in foiling his foes who were con- 
spiring to take his wife away from him. 
He was found on the lawn and placed 
in charge of the Board of Charities. 


Naturalized in St, Louis. 
An iuvestigation disclosed that the 


man hati been in this country 15 years, 
had been naturalized in St. Louis in 
1906, had been declared insane in 1908 
and treated in the insane asylum for a 
year, 
proved. 

The Board of Charities decided that 
on the record, the man belonged in St. 
Louis, and wrote to Hospital Commis- 
sioner Morfit about it. Morfit wrote back 
that Mexico, Mo., was where the man 
belonged, as he had lived there for a 
year after he was discharged from the 
insane asylum here. 

The reply from* Washington wag ‘Ythat 
an insane person could not acquire a 
residence and;as Zarrell had been dis- 
charged as “Improved” and not as 
“cured,”’ he was still legally insane and 
St. Louis continuéd to be his residence 
berause it was his residence when he 
became insane. 

Never Declared Insane. 

Morfit’s answer to that was that Zar- 
rell was never legally declared insane 
and committed to the asylum, but .mere- 
ly had been permitted to stay theré. 

The Washington officials wrote to 
Mexico and the reply from there was 
that they knew nothing about the man. 
The Charities Board decided to stand 
on its first proposition and notified Mor- 
fit that the mah would be sent to St. 
Lowis. Morfit telegraphed back that he 
would not be received, They started him 
off, notwithstanding; in charge of Dr. 
Richard F. Tobin. and Morfit was re- 
quested to have somebody meet them at 
inion Station. 


Nobody met them, and Tobin called up | 


Morfit and asked him what he should 
do with his patfent. Morfi¢ said he 
thought the best thing would be to.take 
him back to Washington or on to 
Mexico. Tobin said he wouldnt do 
either, and threatened to turn the man 
loose.  Morfit then agreed that the man 
should be placed in the city hospital un- 
til morning. 
Compromise at. Conference. 

Wednesday morning there was. an 
hour’s conference, and Morfit wanted 
Tobin to take the man on to Mex- 
ico. Tobin insisted that the man, be- 
ing insane, had never acquired a resi- 
dence in Mexico. 

It was agreed that the mane ghould be 
kept here until formal demand can be 
made on Mexico to receive him. If that 
fails, then there is to be an. inquiry 
here into his mental condition, and if ‘he 
is found to be insane, he will be regu- 
lary committed to the asylum here.

SUGAR TRUST 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Elaborating 
his defense of trusts and the combina- 
tion of sugar companies, Horace Have- 
meyer,‘ son of the late H. O. Have- 
meyer, organizer of the so-called Sugar- 
Trust, today continued his testimony 
before the House Sugar Committee. 

Tht witness limited his approval, how- 
ever, to “reasonable combinations.” He 
declared that combinations were reason- 
able when they took in small companies 
that were Habl» to go into bankruptcy. 
He classed the National Sugar Refining 
Co., in which he is seeking in the courts 
to establish his control, as “reason-! 
able.”’ 

Havemeyer again expressed a belief 
that the consumers of sugar would be 


“benefited by the creation of combina- 


tions because the producing cost had 
been reduced. ‘In response to Represen- 
tative Fordney the witness said the con- 
sumer certainly was paying no more for 
Sugar than he did before the combina- 
tions.

WHISTLING CAUSES: 
SUIT FOR DIVORCE 


Woman Living.Apart From Hus- 
band in Same House Says Her 
Sleep Was Disturbed. 


SUES ON 2 NOTES, TOO 


Mrs. Charlotte Grollnek’s Attor- 
ney Says They Were Gifts 
Before Her Marriage. 


Mrs. Charlotte Grolinek filed a suit for 
divorce and a suit for $2000 on two notes 
against her husband, Israel Grollnek, 
Tuesday. Mr. and Mrs. Grolinek still 
live under the same roof at 5012 Minerva 
avenue. They have been living estranged 
since May 20. Mrs. Grollnek has the 
freedom of the house, but she and her 
husband do not speak and they do not 
dine together. 

When reporters asked Grollnek for 


a statement at his home Wednesday he 
declined to discuss the charges. He also 
declined to summon his wife. ‘‘How can 
I tell her to come to the door when 
we do not speak?’ he said’ Mrs. Groll- 
nek later refused to discuss her suit. 
Says Credit Was Forhidden. 

In the petition for divorce the wife al- 
leges that her husband’s three children 
by a former marriage treated her disre- 
spectfully and criticised her method of 
cooking. She also says her sleep was 
disturbed by Grollnek’s 16-year-old son, 
who entered the house whistling late at 
night. Mrs. Grollnek also says that her 
husband’s daughter refused to aid her 
in the housework, and that the defend- 
ant declared the girl did not have to 
work. 

Grolinek, according to his wife, refused 
to reprimand the children, and told 
her if she didn’t like the way she was 
treated she could leave. He also noti- 
fied merchants not to extend credit to 
her, and called her cea a “hag,’’ the 
wife avers.

The Grolineks were married Aug. 5, 
7906. She sued him for divorce in De- 
cember, 1908, but the suit was abandoned 
after a reconciliation. According to Al- 
exander Young, the woman’s attorney, 
two notes on which the other suit is 
based were given to his client by her 
husband two days before the marriage. 

Grollnek is in the real estate busi- 
ness. His wife says he is worth $20,- 
000. Besides a divorce, she asks for 
custody of a 3-year-old boy and for 
elimony.

Govern _ Inter- 
national Track and Field Meet 
Insisted on by England. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass,, June 21,—If Har- 
vard and Yale are to meet Cambridge 
and Oxford in an international track 
meet in London on Tuesday, July 11, the 
Americans must knuckle down and 
agree to every condition imposed upon 
them by the British collegians. This 
is practically the ultimatum handed the 
Americans in a cable received here yes- 
terday. 

The English insist that the big dis- 
tance event be a.three-mile affair, while 
the’ boys on this side of the pond, ar- 
guing that their men are not trained 
for this long grind, desire a two-mile 
run. But the Americans state they will 
let this event go by the board if a 
shot-put competition is placed on the 
program. The shot-put this year was 
one ‘of the events contested in the Ox-. 
ford-Cambridge dual meet and therefore 
not a novelty with the British colle-} 
gians. 

Britons Object to Shot-Put. 

“Nothing doing on the shot-put,” ca- 
ble the Englishmen, and furthermore 
they insist that the 120-yard hurdles be 
stationary and the event be run on the 
grass.

NEW YORK,. June 21.—Having had a 
jolly stay with us for six weeks, . E. 
Phillips Oppenheim, rapid-fire novelist, 
is sailing on the Oceanic today. Last, 
night in his rooms in the Majestic he 
talked of many things. Mostly it was 


about women—our own American wom- }* 


en, you understand, with a flitter of 
comparison now and then that brought 
in British and French women. ¥ 

And he .was quite surprising—this 
British novelist. We are so ‘used tp 
having our American women praised by 
foreign visitors of distinction that 
when one of them drags forth his little 
hammer—why, the jolt {s almost enjoy- 
abie. It was at ho time brutal. His 
hammer-«was of silver, with. a velvet 
cushion on the head of it, but he was 
busy with it just the same. He put his 
hand half. tragieally to his forehead 
when he began about the women: 

“Pretty—beautiful? Oh, yes, yes; I 
Should say so! .But they’re too much 
for me! They’re—well, they are so deu- 
cedly self-contained; so bally well sure 
of themselves, don’t you know. Théy 
are such a stunning combination... of 
beauty, new hats, cocktails and self- 
concentration. 


Devoid of Sentimen 
“Do you know,” added me Phillips 


Oppenheim, “I think the fair American 
creatures are totally devoid of senti- 
rnent. And there you are—really. I’ve 
teen around a great deal in my six 
weeks’ stay—been to.Boston, New York, 
Newport and other famed spots, and 
have seen a great deal of American so- 
clety and American society women, and 
--well, that’s my opinion. They are to- 
taliy devoid of sentiment. They do not 
suggest any of that charming trait of 
femininity which requires that seme- 
brody must be around making love to 


j them. 


“All the American cares about is to 

know where she can possibly find and 
possess a man to buy her hats. Ap- 
parently .she must always have new 
hats. She can get along without senti- 
ment, but if life is worth living with 
her it must be crowded with hats, hats, 
hats. 
‘It is so Mtsioent ‘with the English 
women. She prefers sentiment always, 
She can quite happily get along with 
last year’s hat, but if you take away 
this year’s sentiment she will mope 
grievously. Fact, I assure you.’’ 


._Hag Cynically-Turned outh, 
The novelist, a trim little an, With 


a semi*bald head and a cynically turned 
mouth, looked wholly in earnest. But 
when asked if he considered American 
women. characteristically intellectual, 
the little man grinned. That's just 
what he did—grinned. 

“They are not intellectual,” he said 
flatly. ‘“‘But, they are dreadfully in- 
quisitive. They ask so many searching 
questions they suggest the intellectual; 
but they are really only inquisitive. But, 
by the samé token, they are therefore 
highly stimulating, Yes, indeed, they 
make a chap’s ‘mind work for all it’s 
worth, you know,, finding suitable an- 
swers to their remarkably keen ques- 
tions; 

“I’m really quite afraid of them, you 
know. They work a fellow so hafd, 
you-know. Yes; I’m going right home 
to. the dear, placid; sentimental English 
women. Not but what your girls are 
stunning. And, of course, if there should 
be a whole-crowd of them with a pe- 


tition at the steamer in the morning 


asking me to remain here—well, per-- 
haps I’d tear up my ticket and amble 
cheerfully back down the gang plank. 
| “But they all seem so, devoid of senti- 
beautiful but cold. 
They've been compared to French wom- 
en, but that’s absurd. French women' 
have no inteJlect whatever. They dan’t 
know anything any nobody wants them 
to. They are just attractive and stand: 
simply on the good old platform of their , 
sex. And that isn’t disagreeable to a 
fellow, you know. 1 
“But,” exclaimed E. Phillips Oppen- 
heim, with @ sudden wide wave of the 
hand, “American men are wonders. In.

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MORE RECIPROCITY. 


From the New York Tribune. 

A hopeful agreement relating to coin-' 
age has recently been made between 
Canada and this‘country. Canada has 
never minted gold coins, ‘but is about 
to make use of that attMbute of govern-. 
mehtal independence. It has agreed 
that its new gold pieces shall be exact- 
ly the same weight and fineness, and 
therefore worth the same intrinsically, 
as the gold pieces of the United States. 
The Treasury here will consequently 
accept them at face value, and the gold 
coin of the two countries will be made 
available for unrestricted interchange. 
That will be a practical convenience for 
business purposes and will also mean 


medium of both governments, Canada’s 
new pieces releasing about $68,000,000 of 
United States gold coin now held as re- 
serves by the Canadian banks. 

In the case of silver and subsidiary 
coinage, an interchange with Canada 
and the other American countries might 
not be so practicable; nor would it be 
of equal importance. Silver coins do 
not have an intrinsic value equal to 
their face value, and are therefore suit- 
able only for local use. It might be 
possible, however, for the convenience 


der. to give the Canadian. and American 
silver pieces- an equality of value by 
making them of equal weight and fine- 
ness -and guaranteeing their exchar.ge 
by the two governments. to a certaini 
extent.
